Young Men’ 
Lyceum in Springfield, Illinois, in 
1887, Abraham Lincoln had the 
following to say of the observa 
tion of the law and it would be 
well for the men and women of 
today to heed what Abraham Lin 
coin said: 
“Let every

Thf San Antonio crossing on the 
n ad between Bryan and Norman­ 
gee is the scene of great activity

of the City of Bryan to pass the standard milk grading 
ordinance with a sliding scale of time in which the grad­ 
ing is to go into effect.

There are two otn- 
er local dairies which are understood to be favorable to 
such action, but were not present at the meeting at the 
time the petition was drawn up. 
City M anager J. Bryan 
Miller stated that he was inclined to think th at when the 
petition was presented with four signatures the city com­ 
mission would immediately pass the ordinance which is a 
protection to all concerned. The passage of this act would 
mean that only the best of raw milk would be sold within 
the limits of the city and that Bryan would go into the 
class of 17 other Texas cities having this law and IOO 
cities in the United States with milk-grading ordinances.
